FISHY FACTS

Ihave been asked to give a 
few practical facts for saltwater 
fisherman. 

The red stomach of the Mon- 
terey sardine is an attractive 
bit of bait for medium- size fish..' 
Thread it on the snell of the . 
hook before baiting with, a filet 
of sardine. . Fish strike readily 
at this combination. 

£hen filing for rockfish 
from a boat and no strikes are. 
had while the sinker is resting 
on the bottom, raise the weight 
three or four feet therefrom. 
Black rockfish (black snapper) 
r-nd priest fish (another species 
of "rock cod") -ure often located 
in this manner. 

Ling cod prefer live food to 
cut bait. Fish for them by using 
a small salt waj^r perch or rock- 
fish for bait, hooking it above 
the back bone on a large-bass 
hook equipped with a long nylon 
snell. The bait should rest a 
foot or two off the rocky bottom.

In 1880 con- 
struction was started on a new 
boat house at Montgomery and 
Beach Streets at the water's edge. 

Tht* racing career of the Dol- 
phins was started in 1880 when 
they purchased a four oared barge 
with which they won their maiden 
race and a handsome silver oup, 
the gift of Mr. Robert Tobin. 

In 1S87 the Club. added to its 
fleet of boats the most handsome 
pleasure barge on the Pacific 
Coast__ che "John Wieland", so 
named in honor of a friend and 
charter member of the Club. , .
